work is given out or received , and with respect to the payments to be 
made for the work ; 

( d ) seize or take copies of such register , record of wages or 
notices or portions thereof as he may consider relevant in respect 
of an offence under this Act which he has reason to believe has been 
committed by the principal employer or contractor ; and 

( e ) exercise such other powers as may be prescribed . 
(3 ) Any person required to produce any document or thing or to give 
any information required by an inspector under sub -section (2 ) shall be 
deemed to be legally bound to do so within the meaning of section 175 
and section 176 of the Indian Penal Code.

(K ) the type of equipment that should be provided in the first 
aid boxes; 


(1) the period within which wages payable to contract labour 
should be paid by the contractor under sub -section ( 1 ) of section 21 ; 
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(m ) the form of registers and records to be maintained by 
principal employers and contractors ; 

(n ) the submission of returns , forms in which , and the autho 
rities to which , such returns may be submitted ; 

(o ) the collection of any information or statistics in relation to 
contract labour ; and 


(p ) any other matter which has to be, or may be, prescribed 
under this Act. 

( 3) Every rule made by the Central Government under this Act shall 
be laid as soon as may be after it is made , before each House of Parlia 
ment while it is in session for a total period of thirty days which may be 
comprised in one session or in two successive sessions, and if before the 
expiry of the session in which it is so laid or the session immediately 
following, both Houses agree in making any modification in the rule or 
both Houses agree that the rule should not be made , the rule shall there 
after have effect only in such modified form or be of no effect, as the case 
may be ; so , however , that any such modification or annulment shall be 
without prejudice to the validity of anything previously done under that 
mule .
